Decision Will Be Made at .London Conference in Sum¬ 
mer on Lord Milner'^ Recommendation For Self- 
Government, Says London Daily Mail. 


Caliill, a Quebec Member, Wishes Government to Tell

London, Feb. 10.—Representatives of the British Dominions 
who will meet here this Summer will be asked to decide upon the 
recommendation of Lord Milner, former Colonial Secretary, that 
regotiations for according self-government to Egypt be begun, 
says The Daily Mail. Lord Milner's recommendations were in¬ 
cluded in a report presented to Parliament yesterday, and it was 
urged that the negotiations should be entered upon without undue 
delay. 

"Granting self-government to Egypt under the provisions of 
Lord Milner's report,” says the newspaper, "is a departure of the 
highest constitutional interest. Since Dominion troops fell while 
fighting to preserve the Suez Canal and the Egyptian hinterland, 
it is probable the Dominions may have decided opinions on the 
subject. ’ ’ 

It is known, The Mail asserts, that Lord Milner's ideas are not 
approved by all his former colleagues in the Cabinet, especially 
Winston Church, the new Colonial Secretary. 


Ottawa, Feb. 19.—(Canadian Press)—The Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police Force is to be the subject of questions in the Com¬ 
mons next week. F. S. Cahill, Liberal, Pontiac, Quebec, will ask if 
Commissioner Perry, head of that force, went to England since the

St. John, N. Li., Feb. 17.—Honda 
that reach out from the semi-dark¬ 
ness of 'tween decks on freight ships 
landing cargoes of liquor here, and 
relieve cargo slings of whole caaes <•£ 
"llcker” wlille they swing in mid-air, 
have been causing the special police 
considerable worry and a great deal 
of work. If a "special” persists In 
looking up the hatch while a sling la 
passing upward with Its loan, a 
wreqch or a lump of coal or anything 
elod that is loose may "accidentally" 
Call from the deck above. Constables 
have had to do some smart dodging. 

When the cargo is finally "safe" 
In the sheds on the wharf, the police¬ 
man's troubles are not at an end, and 
the lot of him vs ho stands guard over 
the baggage "is not a happy one." 
Groups of the thirsty ones congregate 
before and behind, the mountain of 
wet goods. While the officer pre¬ 
vents a concerted drive from the 
enemy In front, some enterprising 
spirit leads a sudden attack from the 
rear, and in the excitement a case or 
two of good liquor vanishes. This 
sort of thing happens regularly. 

Sserecy. 

One cargo of liquor was success¬ 
fully carried from the hold of a Can¬ 
adian Government merchant marine 
boat to the cars without losing a bot¬ 
tle by the simple expedient of keeping 
strict silence as to the nature of the 
contents of the boxes being unloaded. 

Not for many years has there been 
such difficulty experienced in guard¬ 
ing the cargoes of vessels arriving in 
this port from overseas. There Is 
always a certuin amount of petty pilf¬ 
ering. but this year on account of the 
Importation of enormous quantities of 
the best liquor of the British Isles, 
and the fact that liquor is difficult 
to procure in most of thy provinces, 
and the prices are away up at the top. 
the thefts have assumed very large 
proportions. There Is keen ambition 
on the part of scores who frequent 
the docks to possess some of the wet 
goods—legally or otherwise. 

A large anny of special police wus 
brought to the city in December, 
when the first whisky boat arrived, 
and pluced on guard over the cargo. 
Ever since their work has been 
largely the protection of stocks of 
liquor arriving here, but it is a dif¬ 
ficult task they have undertaken, and 
their hands are quite full.

The lumber industry of the Courte¬ 
nay district of Vancouver Island will 
*' f ' stimulated considerably by the 
decision of the Coraox Logging and 
Railway Company to resume opera¬ 
tions with full crews March 1. The 
Company's camps have been closed 
lor some months and during this 
time all machinery has been over¬ 
hauled and improvements have been 
made at the booming ground. It is 
understood, however, that the com¬ 
pany has not been influenced in its 
decision to reopen by any marked 
improvement in the lumber market, 
for the demand for lumber at profit¬ 
able prices is still very low.

Type of Seaplane Used in War 
Will Carry Passengers 
North 

The air-route service to the Fort 
Norman oil fields which is to be put 
on by the McCall-Gayler interests of 
Calgary wrill begin by the middle of 
May. and arrangements are now be¬ 
ing made with that date in view, says 
the Edmonton Journal. Lieut. W. R. 
Qayler, states that his company’s 
plans are well in hand and that the 
serVlce will take definite shape this 
Spring. 

Three seaplanes are being purchas¬ 
ed in England and will be here in 
good time to begin flying by May 15. 
They are of a type used extensively 
during the war and have been ap¬ 
proved of by all the air boards and 
tested by actual experience in Europe. 
Two of the machines will he used 
on the route, and the third will be 
held as a reserve. 

From Peace River to Fort Norman 
will be the line covered by the new 
flying service, the route following 
closely the course of the Hay River. 
Great Slave lake and Mackenzie riv¬ 
er. Eight hours of actual flying, 
under normal conditions, will make 
the trip, but there will be a four 
hours’ stop at Windy Point. v 
Each plane will carry two pilots and 
four passengers with 700 pounds of 
supplies and baggage. The capacity 
of each, without passengers, will be 
about one*ton of freight, and it is pro¬ 
posed to do some carrying of provi¬ 
sions and light supplies as occasion 
may offer. 

The machines are to be fitted with 
the most modern and approved' - ^ - 
gines. such as used by the British 
Air board, and in general type of 
design and construction are regarded 
as the most suitable to service In the 
far north. 

Mr. G&yler says that his company 
is now taking steps to find out how 
many prospective travelers will.pay 
the price of the air trip, which is to 
be $1,000 for going and coming. Be¬ 
ginning by the middle of May and 1 


continuing as long as weAther con 
ditions will permit in the Autumn, i 
total list of about 300 men can be 
handled. 

Instead of a ticket for the proposed 
aerial Journey, there is to be a con¬ 
tract, the terms of which provide for 
a deposit of $250 with a tihist com¬ 
pany and the balance prior to em¬ 
barking. Each passenger is entitled 
to carry 100 pounds of luggage and 
to stay at Fort Norman for a period 
of two weeks. 

Calgary interests are behind the 
new company, with Capt. F. R. Me 
Call. D.S.O., and Lieut. Gayler, both 
ex-fliers, with the Royal flying 
corps, at the head of the operating 
service. Eastern capital is financing 
the enterprise, and a Dominion char¬ 
ter is being applied for, the company 
to be started with a capitalization 
of $100,000. Five pilots will be em¬ 
ployed. 

The seaplanes will start from Peace 
River, where arrangements are being 
made for terminal facilities, including 
a landing place and workshops. The 
machines will have the advantage of 
landing always on water and will take 
off from the water, as well as making 
all forced landings en route on the 
river or lake whose course they may 
be following. 

As to the likely outcome of travel to 
the north that Buch a service may at 
tract, Mr. Gayler says that his com 
pany expects to interest chiefly the 
representatives of companies and 
larger interests who may be sent to 
Windy Point and Fort Norman either 
to investigate or to stake claims. 
Enough of such passengers are In 
sight to j^iarantee the service actual¬ 
ly beginning, and with the feasibility 
of the Aute established it is ex¬ 
pected that many more will sign up 
in the near future.

" ‘Rates to local points on second- 
class express under new conditions 
are Increased one hundred per cent., 
which is Insufferable. Two hundred 
and fifty farmers owning and operat¬ 
ing this association protest and de¬ 
mand suspension until position under¬ 
stood.' 

"The necessity for such advice will 
be apparent when the effect of the 
present changes in express charges 
la shown in relation to the business 
being done through this association 

"Our members are scattered at 
various points throughout the 
Cowichan valley and their produce, 
particularly eggs and cream, Is as¬ 
sembled at Duncan. Single cases of 
eggs, cans of cream, etc., have been 
expressed to the Creamery from 
stations north and south of Duncan 
and corresponding delivery of pro¬ 
duce made from the Creamery to 
other local points. 

"For example, two cases of eggs, 
weighing 110 pounds (Second Class), 
shipped regurarly to Cassidy Siding, 
formerly cost 49c. Now these same 
two cases involve charges amounting 
to 94c. *** 

Duplicates Former Rate. 

‘‘Hitherto at Duncan, where no de¬ 
livery facilities exist, the 15c per 100 
cartage charge was not imposed. Now 
here and at other local points where 
there is neither collection nor de¬ 
livery, an addition of 15c at each end 
is included with the 25 per cent, in¬ 
crease authorized by the Board, 
bringing about an actual duplication 
or 100 per cent, increase on the rates 
previously in force. 

“The effect of such an advance 
(particularly now, when eggs and 
other produce is being sold at pre¬ 
war prices) can be readily appreciated 
when it is pointed out that this new 
tariff is some cases Involves an out¬ 
lay equal to 3He per dozen on the 
eggs before these eggs reach the sell¬ 
ing markets of Victoria and Vancou¬ 
ver. 

"The Express company are thus in 
the position of earning a sum out of 
produce greatly in excess of any pro¬ 
fit in production, and the situation, 
as It now stands, virtually means the 
putting entirely out of business of 
many of the smaller poultrymen, 
many of whom are settlers under the 
Soldier Settlement Boacd. 

"The urgency of our^demand thus 
stated will, we trust, be apparent, 
and we solicit quick and favorable 
consideration with a view to remedy." 

Unfair Express Rates. 

R. U. Hurford outlined to the 
Comux Creamery Association the Ad¬ 
ditional expense the .association 
would be under owing to the in¬ 
creased express rates. Ostensibly, 
the express rates has been raised 25 
per cent.; but as a matter of fact, in 
non-haulage district like Court¬ 
enay, it would be nearer an 80 per 
cent, raise, as they had to pay for 
haulage whether they got it or not. 
They paid 60 cents a box for express 
on butter now, or about a cent 
pound, and an eighty per cent In¬ 
crease would be a serious matter. 

George Clinton, who is vice-presi¬ 
dent of the Associated Boards of 
Trade of Vancouver Island, promised 
that the matter should be taken up 
at the Associated Boards. 

The resolution, which was finally 
passed and is to be sent for endorsa 
tion to other local organizations. In 
eluding the Courtenay-Comox Board 
of Trade, Is to the effect that in the 
opinion of the annual meeting of thr 
Comox Creamery Association, the in¬ 
crease in rates of the Dominion Ex¬ 
press Company, whilst only supposed 
to be 25 per cent, is unfair to non- 
haulage points which have been ad¬ 
vanced to equal cost for haulage 
points and 25 per cent, additional, sr 
that the total advance in many points 
is 80 per cent

MEDIATION IS 
PROVED BEST PLAN 


Manitoba Almost Free From 
Labor Troubles in 1920 


Winnipeg, Feb. 19.—Manitoba was 
almost free from strikes and labor 
difficulties during 1920, and there is 
a growing sentiment in favor of set¬ 
tlement of disputes by mediation and 
conciliation rather than by industrial 
warfare, according to the annual re¬ 
port of the Department of Labor, is¬ 
sued by Edward McGrath, secretary. 

A comprehensive review of the 
work of the Department during 1920 
Is set forth in the report. When the 
Bureau was organised’ in 1915, 1,154 
industrial inspections were carried 
out, and 1,220 orders* were issued. In 
1920-15,011 inspections were made and 
6,639 orders issued, and the revenue 
of the department increased to $18,- 
232. The Department now has charge 
of the administration of eleven Acts. 

A fine spirit of co-operation now 
exists between employers of labor and 
employees in regard to accident pre¬ 
vention, the report states. During 
the year there were a total of 2,507 
accidents, of which 11 proved fatal, 
2,400 were industrial. 28 elevator and 
79 In the building trades. In an ef¬ 
fort to eliminate accidents the Bureau 
has instituted safefr committees 
amongst employees of industrial con¬ 
cerns.

The old Bal¬ 
catta next "tried to knock a corner 
off Peru" at Payta’ and went on the 
rocks. After that it is not surprising 
to hear that one of the cows died on 
board when calving. They were very 
dirty and very thin when they arrived 
but the writer thought they would 
soon pick up weight, as "they would 
be up to their bellies in alfalfa.” 

These are the first pure bred Jer¬ 
seys ever shipped into Peru, and it 
is hoped to make them the founda¬ 
tion of a good herd. Mr. Payne is in 
charge of the Hacienda Urco. an estate 
belonging to the Evangelical Union of 
South America and he fell in love 
with the Jersey breed when ho was 
staying with Mr. Hurford a year ago.

The quaint name of Sadie, lately 
spelt Sadye has its origin with Sarah. 
It comes from a Hebrew verb meaning 
to fight or rule, and hence came to 
signify "princess." The first record of 
the use of Sarah or Sara belongs to 
Bible history where the wife of 
Abraham was so called. 

Sadie came into existence through 
the Irish, unless one cares to believe 
that ahe is only an Americanization of 
one of Sarah's many diminutives. But 
for the sake of etymological exactness, 
It Is nicer to believe that the Irish 
Sadhbh was the real forerunner of 
Sadie. , 

But between the time of Abraham's 
wife and the appearance of the Irish 
version of her name, Sarah had been 
adopted by other countries and had 
won great popularity. In England 8ara 
Beauchamp gave it vogue in the reign 
of Edward I. und Sarrota de Moulton, 
who lived in a former reign, was also 
supposed to possess a name which was 
another and favorite form of Sarah. 

The French preferred Sara without 
the "h” and it still continues In great 
vogue there. They have another form 
Sarotte, which Is also popular. Ireland's 
Sadhbh and America's Sadie are ap¬ 
parently the only other existing forms. 

Sadie has a curious talismanlc gem, 
malachite. If it is engraved with an 
Image of the sun, it will bring her 
peace, freedom from danger and disease, 
and sound sleep. It la particularly 
lucky for children, and, it is said, that 
a piece of malachite tied to a child's 
cradle will protect It from dangers 
throughout later life. Saturday is 
Sadie's lucky day and 7 her lucky 
number.

YOUNG CHILDREN 
RESORT LATE TO 
MOTION PICTURES 


Charged under the Moving Picture 
Theatre. Act with fermlttiitg children 
under the ag^ of 14 years to attend at 
night without being in the care of 
adults four th&tre managers were 
fined $10 each. 

The proceedings were the first 
brought under this section of the Act 
since its enforcement, and were 
brought, the Court stated, for the 
double purpose of making theatre 
managers realize t their share of re¬ 
sponsibility in the matter, and also as 
a very straight reminder to parents 
to take care of their small chDJren. 

E. Clark, Columbia Theatre; UQbert 
Jamieson, Pantages Theatre; Ht*nest 
Quagliottl, Romano Theatre, and 
Little. Empress Theatre, were those 
charged. T. M. Miller, appearing in all 
four charges, entered a plea of n*t 
guilty, based on the fact that the 
managers in question did not know of 
the infringement in quesion. 

Miss Wark, policewoman on the 
local force, took the witness box, and 
told the history of the cases which 
lead to the charge to-day. 

8tery of Case. 

Recently she had seen tw-o small 
children coming out of the Columbia 
Theatre at 10.45 p.m., she. stated. Ac¬ 
costing these children they proved to 
be of the ages nine and ten years, 
and were from different homes on 
Rockland Avenue. They had gone to 
the Romano first earlier in the even¬ 
ing, and had then gone to the Colum¬ 
bia. which had been the show select¬ 
ed by an older sister, aged eleven, 
earlier in the evening, to meet the 
elder sister there. By this time the 
tiny merrymakers had no money, but 
asked at the box office to be admit¬ 
ted ns their sister in question was 
inside, which was done: they also 
seeing the show at the Columbia. 

All three were coming out of the 
last show together at quarter to 
eleven, and making for their several 
homes, when accosted by the witness. 
Miss Walk. 

The policewoman took the girts 
home, lip the homes Involved, and at 
the first one found the house In dark¬ 
ness, and apparently all members of 
the family in bed. 

Was Often Home Late. 

“What will you do?” she asked of ■ 
the little girl aged nine year. “Oh. 
that's ^nothing, mother always leaves i 
the door open for me,” was the reply 
to the request for information. 

Inquiring at the homes in question 
on the next day. Miss Wark had found 
the parents in both cases had given 
permission and money to the little 
tots to “take in'the show” themselves, 
and had left the doors open for their 
return at night. 

Mr. Miller, for the theatre man¬ 
agers. stated that his clients admitted 
the charge, but had of course no per¬ 
sonal knowledge of these particular 
offences. 

A Youthful Party. 

Before the evidence closed. Miss 
Wark told of another juvenile outing 
when she had found no less than five 
children varying in ages from seven 
to eleven years, who had made a 
party at the 7 o’clock show at the 
Pantages, getting out from there also 
by themselves after 9 o’clock. 

Magistrate Jay stated that it was a 
statutory enactment that children 
should not be permitted to attend mo¬ 
tion pictures theatre when alone, and 
unaccompanied, unless they were of 
the age of fourteen years or over. It 
was incumbent on the managers to see 
that no such Juveniles were admit¬ 
ted, unless accornpah^jd by adults. 

“The fact that the child is sent 
there by the parent does not relieve 
the managers of responsibility in law. 
but at the same time 1 cannot refrain | 
from expressing my astonishment 
that there should be such a lack of 
responsibility shown by the parents 
who permit their children to wander 
around theatres and out at night at 
all hours, coming home by themselves 
nearly at midnight. 

'The Act provides for a fine of not 
less than $5 or more than $300. I 
impose a fine of $10 on each of the 
accused,” said Magistrate Jay.

There will be no beer clause in the Moderation Bill when the I 
draft come8 before the Legislature. 

This was issued authoritatively here to-day. It does not moan, 
however, that no beer clause will be introduced, because a beer 
clause will be introduced by a private member of the House when 
the bill is in committee. 

The fate of the beer clause will depend on a non-party vote in 
the House. 

The bill will likely be brought before the House at the end of 
next week. 


"It all depends on when we can get 
the draft ready for the House," said 
the Premier when asked about it to¬ 
day. 

The draft which has been before 
the Liberal caucus is. not the final 
draft. It is only a mere outline 
around which efforts are being made 
to gather the views of members. 

Liberals Not 8trong for Beer. 

The Government has decided that 
its duty Ih to stick as clearly as pos¬ 
sible to the liquor control* terms Im¬ 
plied In the question on the plebscite. 
That Is one reason why there will be 
no beer clause in the Government 
draft. 

Another reason is that it becomes 
more doubtful every day whether n 
beer clause would carry in the Liberal 
caucus. The quiet ministerial count 
ot Liberal n4ses made this week In¬ 
dicated that there Is little chance for 
beer. - 

t Beer 8. v>. 8. Goes Out. 

Beer advocates on the Liberal side 
of the House are now sending out 
S. O. 8. calls to other members to 
come to their aid when the beer 
clause is introduced In committee. 

The beer advocates are sure of the 
support of most of the independents 
of the. House, But the Conservatives 
are largely an unknown quantity. 

More Draught Boor. 

% It was pointed out to-day that even 
if the free sale of full-strength beer 
carries, there will be no more selling 
^>f draught beer anywhere In B. C 
Draught beer might easily become 
too popular, as It would furnish a 
constant temptation for a bar¬ 
keeper to mix stronger stuff with it 
in the barrel and the Government 
would then have no direct control 
over its strength. 

Sealed Beer Only. 

The only beer-selling to be allowed 
anywhere will be beer in bottles, and 
each bottle will likely be In a sealed 
package of some sort. In accordance 
with the terms of the plebiscite. 

If the sale of beer is granted to 
hotels and clubs, the hotelkeeper 
would be acting as an agent of the 
Government, or the liquor commis¬ 
sion, and would have his waiter de¬ 
liver the beer In a sealed package to 
the customer in the dining room or 
In his bedroom. 

Jitney Bars Opposed. 

Although there seems to be a deal 
of support for the proposal to grant 
hotels us agents of the Government 
the right to sell beer and light wines 
in sealed packages to theiF guests, 
there is meye opposition to the li¬ 
censing of the Jitney bars which are 
now found in swarms in most cen- 

Cut Off Workingmen? 

It is argued, however, that not to 
give bars some sort of a beer privilege 
would be akin to class legislation, as 
it would mean that the working man 
would be shut off from a drink when 
he wanted it. It is also argued that 
to restrict the right to purchase and 
drink beer to the more or less well- 


to-do patrons of members of hotels 
and clubs would mean a revival of 
bootlegging In hard liquor among ti e 
class of people who do not frequent 
hotels and clubs, and who. If they had 
a chance to go and get a drink of 
beer, would not be tempted to hunt 
out something stronger. 

Can Take Beer With Him. 

The anti-beer advocates, hpwever, 
point out that the workingman wilt 
still be able to get his beer at a Gov¬ 
ernment dispensary. Of this he will 
be able to take as many bottles as he 
desires when he starts out to work 
in the morning and he will be able to 
drink them any time he wants. 

They say that to allow small bar 
licenses so that the workingman may 
get a drink any time of the day he 
likes, would practically mean a re¬ 
turn to the open bar. 

Premier Tells Quebec Way. 

It was said to-day that It was be¬ 
cause of there being a possibility that 
the members of the House may inter¬ 
ject a rather liberal beer clause Into 
the moderation bill, that Premier 
Oliver yesterday afternoon In the 
House went into the details of the 
new Quebec Act. 

In this Quebec Act, the Premier 
pointed out, beer and light wine 
license fees vary, from $300 for hotel 
dining-rooms and restaurants in the 
cities to *$150 in tofrns and $100 out¬ 
side. Licenses for dining cars is $100 
for each car, $300 for steamships, 
$400 for clubs In cities and $200 for 
clubs elsewhere. For the sale In 
taverns the Quebec license fee is 
$1,000 In altles, $600 in cities, $600 in 
towns ami $400 in other places. 

Commission Controls All. 

In Quebec. \he Premier explained, 
the liquor commission is given power 
to buy and sell liquor, borrow money 
and carry on business as a commer¬ 
cial firm. It can seize liquor held by 
any person contrary to the provisions 
of the law. 

Under the Quebec Act headquart¬ 
ers for Government liquor distribu¬ 
tion is in Montreal, with the commis¬ 
sion deciding how many branches 
there should be throughout the Pro¬ 
vince. The commission has power to 
take over stocks of liquor in exis¬ 
tence when the Act comes Into force. 
. Hospitals Mid Banquets Get It. 

" The Quebec Act limits the quantity 
that can be purchased by an Indi¬ 
vidual to one bottle of forty-three 
ounces at any one time. The Pre¬ 
mier did not say whether there was 
any restriction on the number of bot¬ 
tles that could be obtained within a 
specified period. 

Provision Is made for administer¬ 
ing alcohol to patients in hospitals. 

Provision is also made for sale at 
grocery stores and taverns. Permits 
are allowed for liquor at banquets. 

“I mention these details not so 
much that it has any particular in¬ 
terest in this debate, but to show 
what is being done in Quebec,” said 
the Premier.

According to information contained 
In the balance sheet of the Pacific 
Great Eastern Railway, as at June 30, 
1920, tabled in the Legislature by 
Premier Oliver, Minister of Railways, 
there has been Invested in the main 
line of the Government railway $29,- 
997,756.57, with the exception of $35,- 
659 expended upon surveys made for 
the Peace River extension of the, 
line. 

Included In the list of assets of the | 
railway are real estate valued at 
$562,655, and the Squamish Hydro¬ 
electric and Waterworks plant, $139,- 
546. Cash on hand amounts to $25,- 
287. Materials and supplies on hand 
are valued at $98,578 and miscellane¬ 
ous accounts receivable, $12,576. 

The capital stock of the P. G» E. 
is shown as $25,000,000. The first 
mortgage against the property 
amounts to $16,800,000, which carries 
4V4 per cent interest. Loans made by 
the Province of British . Columbia 
amount to $9,380,226. Interest paid 
on guaranteed debenture stock 
amounted to $3,684,415. 

Accounts payable include amounts 
owing the Northern Construction Co., 
$390,939; audited vouchers, $114,395 
and pay-rolls, $36,589.

Saving Money on 8tatutas. 

There will be no ten-year revision 
of the statutes of B. C. by the Pro¬ 
vincial Government this year, ac¬ 
cording to the Hon. J. W. de B. Farris, 
Attorney-General.

couver the need for an appeal to the 
public bodies of this city would still 
l»e apparent. The scholarships in the 
gift of the University are miserably 
Inadequate in size and number to 
meet the need for encouragement and 
assistance of the large student body 
which the Province now possesses. 

The last calendar of the University 
contains the suggestion that city and 
municipal councils and other public 
bodies would do well to as t the 
cause of education by the founuing of 
bursaries, artd scholarships, especially 
those for the benefit of students 
about to enter the University. 

The number of scholarships avail¬ 
able is small, and the amounts which 
they represent are smaller to-day 
than they were when provision for 
many of them was made. The largest 
scholarship which may be held by an 
undergraduate is the Dunsmulr 
scholarship of $165. awarded on the 
results of the examination of the third 
year in applied science to the student 
standing highest ln the mining en¬ 
gineering course. 

For Ex-Soldier*. 

A memorial scholarship, to be call¬ 
ed the Leroy Memorial Scholarship, 
for the benefit of returned soldiers 
und their descendants, is now being 
established, the value of the scholar¬ 
ship to be $250. Most of the scholar¬ 
ships being offered are of the value 
of $100, $75 or $50. 

Recognizing Their Value. 

While fully recognizing the benefits! 
which such scholarships confer and 
while not lacking ln gratitude to those 
societies and private individuals who 
were the first to offer practical en¬ 
couragement of higher education in 
this Province, we maintain that the 
need for scholarships of somewhat 
larger size is, at present, very great.

S.S, War Sepoy of Standard 
Type Built at Hartlepool, 
England 

The British tanker War Sepoy, now 
In port discharging fuel oil from 
Borneo for the Canadian fleet. Is a 
product of the Hartlepool shipyards, 
and Is a comparatively new carrier. 

She Is a vessel of about 3.000 net 
tons, but of lurge oil-carrying cap¬ 
acity. In addition to her tanks, she 
has two cargo holds, and Is Just about 
the most unusual type of oil tanker 
thal has been seen on the Pacific. The 
engines and stack are located amid¬ 
ships, Instead of aft, as In the case of 
the big tankers which regularly ply 
between California and Peru to Bri¬ 
tish Columbia. 

Standard Type. 

The War Sepoy is of the standard 
type of vessel which were built In 
wholesale batches In the United 
Kingdom during the war. 

Captain Richardson is making his 
first visit to the British Columbia 
coast. He has been In every part of 
the world, and has sailed In practical¬ 
ly every sea, but prior to his recent 
voyage, he had never visited the 
North Paclfio coast. He succeeded 
Captain Harrison to the command of 
the War Sepoy. 

Goss to Vanoouvsr. 

The tanker Is now pumping her 
fuel oil Into the big oil tank of ths 
Imperial Oil Company at Macaulay 
Point, and will get away at the be¬ 
ginning of the week for Vancouver. 
Thp cargo was loaded at Takaran, a 
port In Dutch Borneo. Captain Rich¬ 
ardson says this is the finest grade 
of fuel oil. 

After the visit to Vancouver the 
War Sepoy will steam south to San 
Diego with about 2,0%0 tons of fuel 
oil for the Canadian naval ships, now 
heading up the coast for Esquimau. 

The War Sepoy has a capacity of 
8,000 tons of fuel oil.

Western Alaska waters and the 
weather has been extremely cold. 

The Venus sailed from Seattle for 
Seward In January to take the place 
of the power schooner Joseph Pulitzer, 
which was damaged In heavy wenther 
In December and was beached In 
Chignlk Bay.

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FREIGHTER WALTER 
LUCKENBACH IS NOW 
RETURNING TO COAST 

Seattle, Feb. 19.—Etfrly in the 
coming week the big steel steamship 
Walter A. Luckenbach, which up to 
date Is the largest merchant vessel 
ever built In the Pacific Northwest, 
will call at this port for the first 
time since, following her trial trip 
In 1918, she sailed for the Atlantic. 

This vessel was built by the old 
Seattle Construction & Drydock 
Company, a Todd subsidiary’, at the 
plant afterwards known as Skinner 
A Eddy No. 2, and now & mooring 
yard for the United States Shipping 
Board. Before she was completed 
the Government commandeered her 
for war use, and for nearly two years 
the big ship wss engaged In Govern¬ 
ment service on the Atlantic. 

She was contracted for with the 
Seattle concern by the Luckenbach i 
Steamship Company of New York, i 
and after being turned back to that j 
concern by the Government waa op¬ 
erated between Atlantic ports and I 
Europe. 

Like the other units of the Lucken- 
bacb fleet, the Walter A. Lucken¬ 
bach Is noted as an express freighter 
because of her speed. 

In the intercoastal service, now 
well established by the Luckenbach 
line, these vessels negotiate the At¬ 
lantic to Pacific voyage and return 
on a much quicker schedule than 
other vessels in the same service.

A visit to th© ship’s Office gives 
in a few moments the secret of the 
successful training here. On the wall 
around the large basement room of 
the office are charts of the main 
phases of technical education In the 
training of the sailor.

history of Brotchie Ledge. The reef 
was named after Captain William 
Brotchie, of the Hudson’s Bay Com¬ 
pany's Service, who waff bom at 
Caithness, Scotland, in the year 1799. 

Captain Brotchie came first to this 
coast on the brig Dryad in the year 
T83L but returned to England after 
two years. The next record of Cap¬ 
tain Brotchie is when he command¬ 
ed the Hudson’s Bay Company’s 
brigantine Cadboro. in the years, 
1835-1838. and other vessels of the 1 
same company all plying on thir 
coast period. The ledge was knowr 
in 1846 as Buoy Rock, with a buoy 
in position on it. and it was als 
marked by two beacons at Beacor 
Hill, a fact that will also suggest an 
idea to our junior essayists in this 
contest. The ledge then known as 
Buoy Rock was named in 1849 by the 
Hudson Bay Company’s officers be¬ 
cause the barque Albion, of which 
Captain Brotchie was the commanrer. 
ran on the ledge during one of her 
trips up the coast. In this same year 
Captain Brotchie obtained a license 
from the company and from the Ad¬ 
miralty to cut spars for ships in the 
forests of Vancouver Island. 

Captain Brotchie carried on this 
Industry with varying success for a 
period of six years, but the. enterprise 
failed finally because the spars cut, 
which were intended for ships of that 
period, were of too great a length and 
size to be easy to market.

UTILIZE TIMES WANT ADS. 
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QUEBEC LAW ON 
LIQUOR LICENSES 

Regulations Are Referred to 
by Premier as Suggestion 
for British Columbia 

Premier Oliver and the members of 
his Cabinet endeavored in vain yes¬ 
terday afternoon to draw expressions 
of opinion on the Moderation Bill 
from members of the Opposition and 
Labor partied in yie House. 

Augmenting: his remarks on the 
general principles of the proposed 
legislation, the Premier again ex¬ 
plained that he would like to see a 
free discussion of tire question from 
members all over the Legislature. 
However, upon the completion of his 
own remarks no ono wished to say 
anything, and the chairman of the 
committee put the question of the 
adoption of the report on the resolu¬ 
tion asking the Lieutenant-Governor 
to submit n draft bill covering Gov¬ 
ernment control of the sale of liquor. 

Premier Oliver produced a copy of 
the Act now in force in the Province 
of Quebec, quoting from it, he ex¬ 
plained, in order that the laws of the 
Province with regard to liquor might 
be known to the members of the 
House. Ho said that a commission 
controlled the truffic in Quebec, with 
breweries licensed for $5,000 per year. 
In addition to this license they were 
required to collect and pay to the 
Government five per cent, of the 
value of all beer manufactured and 
sold. 

Hotels in cities were charged an 
annual license- of $350 for serving 
beer and wines with meals, he said. 
This license in towns cost $150 and 
in other places $100. The privilege 
of serving these beverages In dining 
rooms of boats cost $300; on dining 
cars of trains. $100; in city clubs, 
$400. and other clubs. $200. The 
Premier explained that in Quebec 
grocery stores were licensed to sell 
bottled beer. 

Dining establishments other than 
those of regular hotels were licensed 
to sell beer and wine for $2<Ml v in 
cities and $100 elsewhere. 

Grocers selling beer in cities must 
pay a license of $500; in towns $400 
and elsewhere $200. 

The Premier thought these figures 
and the information given would help 
members in arriving at conclusions 
with regard to the coming Act.

1 
Some there are who might feel 
flattered to be asked to sing or play, 
and who will go on giving perform¬ 
ances free of charge, others there 
are with special gifts who in the 
goodness of their hearts seldom re¬ 
fuse the request of the concert or¬ 
ganizer. But do the public really 
stop to consider what all these 
gratuitous programme appearances 
mean? There are the several re¬ 
hearsals, and the time that has to be 
given to these and other many little 
arrangements. Then comes the 
question of dress and getting to and 
from the concert hall. All these arc en¬ 
croachments on the purse to meet 
the many incidentals. Do then con¬ 
cert goers, when they hear the singer 
or player at these concerts, etc., 
know of the multitudinous little things 
that have to be gone through before 
the song is heard or the instru¬ 
mental solo Is rendered? Charity is 
a splendid thing. But I can see no 
earthly reason why a fee, however 
small, should not be paid and ac¬ 
cepted by those who have to take 
care of the daily expenses of life. 
Then again there are others who are 
possessed of sufficient of this world's 
goods to meet the calls of these ex¬ 
pensive items, and these, too, are 
ever willing to give of their beet. 
But of such like and the professional, 
who frequently gets an opportunity 
to give his or her service, this note 
is not concerned. Neither is it writ¬ 
ten in a mercenary spirit, but for the 
uplift of the art of music.

We have started to sing. We, are 
getting rid of the old Puritan preju¬ 
dice against the expression of emo¬ 
tion. We are beginning to hear the 
sound of our own voices. We are 
cutting loose from the prejudices of 
the past, though at this very time 
the Puritans want to take us back 


a century or more. But in spite of 
some peculiarly out-of-date section 
of the community music goes merrily 
on its way and the people are the 
better for it. 

Music To Figure Largely At Inaug¬ 
ural Ceremonies 

The inauguration of the newly 
elected President of America. Warren 
G. Harding will take place on March 
4. It is planned to have the musical 
features of the ceremony surpass 
those of any previous occasion. Large 
choruses will take part during the 
progress of the big ball, and an or¬ 
chestra of 125 pieces will furnish 
the music for the dancing. The full 
complement of the U. S. Marine Band 
of eighty-two pieces will also play 
and a chorus will sing on the East 
plaza of the Capitol during the in¬ 
augural ceremonies.

The medical profession of British 
Columbia is to-day faced with the 
necessity for better organization. At 
present we havo no standing in the 
community, collectively, and our 
voice in public affairs carries little 
or no weight., It is very desirable 
that the medical profession should 
organize and become united and an 
active force in politics, for the fol¬ 
lowing reasons:

The country is infested With quacks 
of every kind who have reached their 
present degree of prosperity largely 
through apathy and lack of united 
effort on the part of the profession. 

It is our duty to protect the 
sick from this highly dangerous 
class, whose only substitute for 
utter lack of knowledge and skill 
is their glibness and effrontery. 
As a matter of fact, two groups 
of these charlatans, Chiroprac¬ 
tors and Optometrists, contem¬ 
plate approaching the Legisla¬ 
ture this session with a view of 
legalizing their work. 

In defence of our.own interests, if 
the medical profession is to receive 
proper consideration at the hands of 
the public, it must be able to speak 
as a united body. 

Portion omitted. 

Health insurance, social legislation 
of various kinds, are all active topics 
now. and we must keep close watch 
on the progress of these matters, but 
for the sake of the public, to whom 
we owe it to give our best advice, 
that legislation may proceed along 
safe and sane lines. 

You will hardly fail to agree as to 
the necessity for organization which 
should Indeed gradually spread fur¬ 
ther till the whole profession of Can¬ 
ada becomes solidly organized. Our 
motives, while interested, are far 
from being entirely selfish, and we 
owe it to our country as well as to 
ourselves to become uclive factors 
in politics. 

You will understand that the Van¬ 
couver Medical Association has no 
motive in this matter other than to 
promote the interests of the whole 
profession.

Quoting from 
one of their circular letters, "Anyone 
unacquainted with the relationship 
of the eye to the cerebro spinal, car- 
dio vascular, respiratory, renal and 
digestive systems is evidently unfit¬ 
ted to examine an eye for the pur¬ 
pose of correcting its defects, no mat¬ 
ter whether this correction requires 
optical, surgical or medical therapeu¬ 
tics." 

Most of the eyes requiring glasses 
are not diseased. Therapeutics means 
curative or pertaining to the healing 
art. 

Again let us repeat, optometrists do 
not cure, heal or treat diseased eyes, 
but the registered optometrist under 
the law will be qualified to recog¬ 
nize diseased eyes and recommend 
medical advice.

CLAUSES OF THE 
OPTOMETRY BILL 


Accompanying is a copy of some of 
the chief clauses of the Optometrv 
bill before the Legislature at this ses¬ 
sion: 

2. Any one or any combination of 
the following practices constitute the 
practico of Optometry: 

ia) The examination of the hu¬ 
man eye without the use of drugs, 
to ascertain the 


medicine or surger> 
presence of defects or abnormal con¬ 
ditions which can be corrected by the 
use of lenses, prisms or ocular exer¬ 
cises; 

(b) The employment of objective 
or subjective mecbaniqM nieuns to 
determine accommodative or re¬ 

fractive states of the human eye or 
the range or power of vision of the 
human eye; * 

(cl The prescription or adaptation 
without the use of drugs, medicine or 
surgery, of lenses, primus or ocular 
exercises to correct defects or ab¬ 
normal Conditions of the human eye, 
or to adjust the human eye to the 
conditions of a special occupation. 

3. There is hereby created a Board, 
to be known and styled the “Board 
of Examiners in Optometry” for the 
Province of British Columbia, to be 
appointed by the Lleutenant-Gover- 
nor-ln-Council of the Province, with¬ 
in thirty days after the passage of 
this Act, to consist of five reputable 
practising Optometrists who are re¬ 
sidents of this Province and who have 
practised Optometry in this ITovince 
for not less than five years.

The affidavit of the defendant 
showed that the land whs then worth 
$88&,?$A. on which the succession 
dues would he $44,387.50.
